While. conceding that Germany natu- 
rally tound herself inconvenienced by 
this” fact, he cited international law to 
show that Great Britain was acting en- 
tirely within her rights and in accord- 
ance with a convention signed by Ger- 
many, England, and, in fact, nearly all 

’ the world powers long gefore the war. 
That all cable messages to America 
— Germany were censored by the 
British.was freely admitted by this au- 
thority. While newspaper cables and 
occasional personal messages are al- 
Jowed to pass through London to Amer- 
ica. after being censored, the British 
Government has absolutely shut down 
on official messages from Berlin. But 
this does not prevent Germany from 
eémmunicating by cable either with the 
merican Government or her own Am- 
dor in Washington or other repre-

Cites International Cofventions. 


That Germany was unable to utilize the 
wireless because the whole world would 
be let into her secrets was simply com- 
mented on by this authority as the; 
fortune of war. The international usage 
upon which Great Britain has acted in 
denying Germany the unrestrained use 
of the cable through England during the 
war has’ its basis in Articles 7 and 8 
of the St. Petersburg International Con- 
vention of 1875, to which Germany, Eng- 
land, the United States,. France, and 
nearly every other nation ,were signa- 
tories. Article 7 provides: 

‘“‘The high contracting parties reserve 
to themselves the right of stopping ‘the 
transmission of any private telegram 
that may appear dangerous -to the: se- 
curity of the State or may be contrary to 
the laws of the country, to public order, 
or decency. 

Article 8 says: ; 

‘Each Government also reserves t! 
itself the right of suspending interna- |

Since the amputation of. her right leg 
‘at the knee. last February she has 
been as forceful as-ever and- instead of 
bemoaning her’ misfortune’ she was 
fitted -with ay artificial limb and’ made 
new plans for her -dfamatic art. 

Mme. - Bernhardt, eetording - to the 
common belief,’ although: the records of 
her birth Were. destroyed in the Com- 
mune, was born‘on' Oct. 22, 1844,°and 1s 
therefore beyond her seventieth year. 

Her début as an actress was made in 
a minor part im the Comédie Francaise. 
Years of hard work at her profession 
followed. Her triumphs in England and 
in France,: her conquest of the United 
States, and finally the rich ‘fruition of 
her farewell tours are parts of her long 
theatrical career. In 1914 she received 
the cross of the Legion of Honor, after 
the matter of giaing it to her had been 
discussed for thirty years.

Money, jewelry, 
checks, and pledges were piled about the 
feet of the speaker, who announced the 
items as readily as he could amidst ap- 
‘plause that almost drowned /his voice. 

The great collection was started when 
Dr. ‘Magnes announced that the Amer- 
fean Jewish Relief ‘Committee for Suf- 
ferers from the War~had -undertaken a 
campaign to raise $5,000,000 within a 
year, d that four’ anonymous givers 
had pledged $100,000. apiece, provided 
$600,000 more was raised in New York 
at once. This news’ was received with 
such shouts and handclapping aa are 
rarely heard from any crowd, no matter 
what the cause for/enthusiasm.

The very first person to. make a ‘gift 
in the hall was u man—evidently a@ man 
of moderate- means—who, moved by 
‘Dr. Magnes’s words, strode down a 
long aisle to,.the stage,. 
trouser’s pocket inside out ‘and depos- 
ited ‘several bills and some ‘silver at. the 
speaker’s feet. He‘turned away; but 
in. doing so’ put.a: hand into another 
pocket, and, finding. money. in it, 
turned Sack and emptied fts contents 
upon the stage also. Without giving 
his name, without a word; ‘he walked 
back up the aisle to his seat.

RUSSIANS KEEN FOR WAR. 


Red Crosse Work in Empire Engaged 
In on a Colossal Scale.

LONDON, Dee; 21.—Ian Malcolm, M. 
P, for Croydon, who has just returned 
te London after a tour of 12,000 miles 
in Russia as Commissioner for the Red 
Cross Society, said this evefiing that the 
spirit of the Russidns was remarkable. 

‘* From the Czar,. by whom I was re- 
ceived, to the lowliest peasant woman,”’ 
he said to an interviewer, ‘there waé

The stores 
alone are colossal, and you would sé¢é 
a, room in a palace filled with perhaps 
a million pairs of bo and a huge con- 
eert hall crammed Hterally to the ceil- 
ing with warm clothing. 

“One figure alone will serve to fhdi- 
cate how immense is the Red Cross 
activity over there. - They have dealt 
with over 100, enemy wounded be- 
sides their own casualties.”

the Reichstag yesterday that taxes must 
be increased. The exceptions are the 
TAglische Rundschau, the Tageblatt, 
and the Vorwirts. 

The T&glische Rundschau welcomes 
Dr. Helfferich’s frank statement. It 
says the patriotism of the German peo- 
ple, whigh already has stood great sac~- 
rifices, Will bear the unavoidable future 
burden ft tne first years of peace. The 
newspaper adds that it is plain that an 
inecreasé 4n indirect taxes must come 
which will affect a wide circle of the 
people, but that the necessaries of life 
will be exempted ‘‘so far as is pos 
sible.” 

The Tageblatt, which is less pleased 
with the prospect, says its conclusion’ 
was justified, frém the former speeches 
of Dr. Helfferich, that while néw tax 
laws might come, the collection of taxés 
under thetn would be postponed until 
after the war. 

“Now it is announced that the new 
taxes will be leviable next year,” says 
the Tageblatt. -“‘However, if heavy 
taxation must eventually come it might 
a8 Well begin now. The German nation 
will have to pay in any event.” 

Urges Careful Consideration. 


The Tageblatt points to the statement 
in Dr. Helfferich’s speech that neces- 
saries of life would not be affected 
“during the war,” and says the quoted 
words somewhat limit the statement. 
Dr. Helfferich’s speech, the paper con- 
eludes, was lacking in the necessary 
details to make criticism of it possible, 
but the coming taxation should be most 
carefully considered. 

The Vorwirts in its comment gives 
the title, “A Christmas Message,” to 
the Imperial Treasurer's statement, and 
says ay warning cry 7 hever more 
needed or those who 1 pater tally 
thought the war would relieve the em- 

ire of all financial care for the future.

The Right Rev. David H. Greer, Prot- 
estant Episcopal omy bed New York; 
was the next speaker. ‘He said in part: 

‘Tam here tonight ta voice by my 
presence, for.whateveP my presence may 

worth, and also by,a spoken word my 
sympathy and to pers@ade others toward 
at sympathy for the suffering, starv- 
ing Jewish pe@ple; en, women, and 
children on the other Side.of the seas. 
I am moved to do thisf not merely by 
sentimental considerations, though such 
considerations are always legitimate, 
ut ‘as an act of justice. 
- Christian Debt te Jews. 

“It is a debt, a debt in the first place 
which the Christian’ Church owes to the 
Jewish people; it. 18 a reparation debt 
for its persecutions of them, and for 
the cruelties’and the crimes which it 
has inflicted upon them. It is_a cata- 
logue of . crime, and.as a Christian 
man, with shame. for the Christian 
Church, { confess and admit that the 
Church whose professe@ faith is char- 
ity and‘ love for all, for the brother- 
hood of man, for tHe fatherhood of 
God; and notwithstanding that pro- 
fessed faith has inflicted such cruelty 
and injury upon the Jew. Not because 

a sinner above all other sin- 
ners, but he was a Jew. And 
for this reason ney. mane an. outcast 

unshelter by the Christian 
State, unshielded by ‘the Christian 
Church, and victimized 2? both. 

“It is a fact imbedded in the. history 
of the past and the right, the at 
the just, thing for the stian Church 
to do is to try to pay—in full measure it 
never can—but to try to fe, that rep- 
aration debt and now 4s the time. 

“In this, his bitter hour, .in his starv- 
ing anu sufferi hour now is the time 
to pay it. The debt ig due; it is over- 
due, and the payment now should be 
made and I appedt, not merely to the 
sons of Zion heré, my Jewish fellow- 
citizens, but I appeal to*my Christian 
fellow-citizens in this land to pay and 
discharge promptly and generously this 
reparation debt to the Jew.” 


- Plea in Hamantity’s Name. 


Bishop Greer said that civilization also 
owed a debt to the Jews and that hu- 
manity owed its debt, too. Cencluding, 


he said: . 

‘“‘Therefore, I say it is humanity’s 
debt to the Jew and I appeal to that 
humanity of the American people which 
is the boast, the legitimate boast, the 
only worth while boast and glory of the 
American people, which never fails to 
respond to any human needs, no matter 
how remote, as it is responding now so 
liberally and so freely. I appeal to that 
humanity, that American humanity; to 

ay promptly, with free and open hand, 
Tes debt, itsthuman-debt, to the Jewish 
people in this their bitter hour, and 89, 
discharge its indebtedness to its own 
American human life. Im the name ot 
the Christian church, in the name ot 
civilization, ;in the narhne of American 
humanity, I appeal in behalf of the 
Jew, who is suffering today—men, wo- 
men, and children—tonight, on the other 
side of the seas.”’ 

John H. Finley, State Commissioner 
of Education, spoke next and won fre- 
quent outbursts from ‘the gréat audi- 
ence. Clearly the audience was catch- 
ing the full spirit of the occasion. 
They were further’ aroused by Dr. 
William Rosenau of. Baltimore, Presi- 
dent of the Central Conference of 
Rabbis, one of the “most eloquent 
speakers of the. night. His oratory 
lifted sentiment to the high pitch, from 
which Dr. Magnes was to carry it on 
to the climax. , 

Dr. Magnes was the next speaker, and 
seldom has’a man so swayed those to 
whom he spoke. Sincerity ringing in 
every tone, appeal in every word, by the 
time he*began to ask for gifts the people 
were more than eager to give. 

a opening his address Dr. Magnes 
said: 

““We are here tonight not so much 
because you Jews are suffering along 
with others, terrible as that may be; 
we are here because the Jews are suf- 
fering in so far as they are Jews. 

‘“* What have we heard? Reports that 
we could. not believe; rumors to which 
we could lend no credence. This meet- 
ing tonight is not a protest meeting, 
although. there are those among us, 
most of those among us, who would 
lift our voices in protest against the 
indignities, the tragedy to which the 
Jews are being subjected. 


The Protest in the Duma. 


“This is a meeting for relief, for the 
assuagement of suffering, for binding 
wounds, for healing broken hearts. Yet 
even a Jewish relief meeting cannot pass 
by without your being told and without 
the great American people being told, 


seme of the reasons why it is that mill- 
ions of our. brethren are suffering from 
starvation, from cold, from indignity. I 
held in my hand an account of ad- 
dresses that were delivered in the Rus- 
sian Duma during the month of August, 
1915, four months ago. 

“These addresses were delivered by 
representativgs of the Russian people, in 
contradistincfion to the Russian Govern- 
ment. TiieSe addresses were published 
in the. Russian press and were let pass 
by the censorship... The Duma Deputy 
Tchgatza, in the course of his remarks, 
says to the Russian.people and the Dep- 
uties of the Russian Duma: 

“‘What kind of truth ig this when lying 
communiques are being published- in the 
official organ of the Government to the 
effect that Jews at Kusy have betrayed 
the Russian soldierg to the enemy?) Why 
have the various periodicals been ordered to 
publish this communication under threat of 
penalties of the justice, that requires that 
a Jewish volunteer—and there are thousands 
of them in the Russian army—who has been 
several times embattled and is now crippled 
and mutilated, should be sent out within 
twenty-four hours from places in Russia 
where he wags looking, for some employ- 
ment? What humanity is this which for- 
bids the offering of feod to hungry Jewish 
fugitives, kept in sealed wagons at the 
stations, as \our gAthorities have done? 

““What freedom is this? Té have the 
whole Jewish press suppressed and de- 
stroyed by a single stroke of the pen? 
‘What fraternity is thfs, when a part of the 
army is set against the Jewish soidiers 
who are risking their Hves in the same 
trenches with the others? What, gentle- 
men, in the name of what code of law are 
orders being issued to the Russian Army 
to drive out the Jews? The peaceful Jewish 
population in front of the fire of bullets? 
By virtue of what code are Jewish- sub- 
jects of Russia. being taken as hostages by 
the Russian Army and thrown into prison 
in order to subject them to torture and to 
have them shot? Shame, indeed—but this 
is a fact. Shame, indeed, for the civili- 
zation of our world, 

“That was said four months ago in 
Russia by a Russian Deputy, aoe a 
Jew, in the face of the Russian_Gov- 
ernment and before the Russian people. 
Do you wonder why it is that we come 
for Jewish relief funds, when our men 
and our women and our children are 
forbidden to receive from the hands of 
ofticial committees bread and water? 
When they. are being driven from place 
to place, as cattle, in freight cars, held 
up aleng the road, and marked as 
‘““Goods in transit’’? Do you wonder, 
then, at our pleas for relief, setting 
aside our“problem of equal rights, of 
human dignity, of our demands upon 
the world.for justice. 


Treated as Criminals. 


‘“*T say, laying aside all of this, which 
is perhaps a higher thing in the long4 
run than even relief, do you wonder 
why the bare necessities of life are re- 
quired for thousands and tens of thou- 
sands, aye, millions of your flesh and 
my flesh, and athe men of your faith 


“Another Deputy. of the Duma, Du- 
worsky, as representative of the Fifth 
Siberian Division, wrote: 

I have been at the ‘front and can bear 
personal witness’ to the immeasurable bru- 
tality with which the Jews are expelled 
from the Province of Radom, for example. 
The whole population was driven out in 
the night time within the space of a few 
hours. At 11 o’clock they were informed 
that, they must leave immediately and

‘ Suffer ‘as Jews. 


“I could go through this book and 
read you passage after passage and 
page after page of this harrowing tale. 
It is not as though our men and women 
were suffering merely because they are 
in the battle zone or in the line of fire. 
They need relief because they are Jews; 
shame, be it said, because they are 
Jews. How, what are We to do about 
them? Shall we merely sit complacent- 
ly and listen to what is said so superbly, 
so generously out of the full heart by 
aur Christian ‘neighbors as to our vir- 
tues and as to our aristocracy, as to the 
nobility of our lineage? Is it onl 
through Moses, through Isaiah, throug 
David, through Moses Mendelsohn, 
through Spinoza, that we can show our 
manhood? Must we not now hear, as 
we sit here tonight, and as we pictyre 
to ourselves the thousands of trembling 
arms stretched out to us; must we not 
say to ourselves, ‘We will give. We 
will give. We will give with all our 


r soul, with all our strength, with all our 


might?’ We shall eat a bit less if nec- 
essary. We shall have a comfort less 
if necessary. We shall have one thing 
less than we might‘ have had; but we 
shall give, we must help, we must come 
to their relief. ‘ 

A Plea to the Comfortable. 

‘Can we sit here? What are we 
made of? What-is this stuff that is in 
us if we do not respond with a full heart 
and a full hand? I see men and women 
before me who have everything that 
they need, everything ‘that they can 
want—more than they need—more mon- 
ey than they know what to do with, 
men and women who do not know what 
it is to be! without a meal—who do not 
know what it is to suffer a cold night. 

“What will oF i do, my brothers and 
my sisters? hat will.you do in this 
hour of calamity—in this crisis that 
has come upon you and upon me and 
upon all the Jewish people? 

“We have come here and we have 
said to you we want $5,000,000 during 
the year of 1916. Think! Think of what 
we are asking! Three million Jews in 
this blessed land—3,000,000 Jews enjoy- 
i liberty, prosperity, fatness, every- 
thing that they need, more than they 
can use, and we ask of 3,000,000 Jews 
$5,000,000. We come to the Jews of 
New York and we say to them, ‘A 
million and a quarter we want from 
you right away. A million dollars in 
order that we can send this money off 
right away, tonight, tomorrow, when 
the impulse.of this meeting is upon us.’ 
Think of what we are asking! Are you 
not ashamed along with me that we must 
spend ourselves, pour out our hearts, 
bring to you the cries of our brethren 
for this comparatively insignificant sum 
from the Jews—the prosperous Jews of 
New York and America? 

‘* My brothers and my sisters, we must 
leave this meeting tonight knowing one 
thing, that out of this meeting the 
$1,000,000 of the Jews of New York has 
come. We have a beginning of that. 
We have four subscriptions toward this 
million dollars. The donors of these 
subscriptions do not wish their names 
known now. They. prefer to be anony- 
mous. These donors are bag tonight 
$100,000 apiece on condition that Nod 
and I and the rest of us here in Ne 
York City will raise the additional $600,- 
000 at once. 


Call for Jewels. 


“‘I attended a meeting at the Grand 
Central Palace during the pogroms of 
1906, conducted under the auspices of 


the Jewish Defense Association. At 
that meeting some of the poorest of the 
poor Jews of New York were present, 
and many of them tore the rings out of 
their ears and took the rings from their 
fingers) and.the watches from their 
p ets, and emptied their clothes of 
their material wealth and gave to the 
fund we were there collecting. 

“Are there any Jews. here tonight 
who will take the rings from their 
fingers, and the jewels from their ears, 
ang thé money from their pockets and 
Bive it to us now? Do you answer? 
Are there any here who will do that? 

‘‘And are there other Jews here 
who will sign these slips that have 
been presented to all of you? Those of 
you who can, sign in the thousands. Are 
there those of you here who will do 
this now, tonight, while those beyond 
the seas in Russia, in Galicia, in Ger- 
man Poland, in Serbia, throughout the 
Ottoman Empire, and in the cradle of 
our race, in Palestine, are waiting for 
our answer? ’”’ 


Will Any One Give $10,000 


Dr. Magnes began then his call for 
contributions. 

“Will any one of you give $10,000?” 
he shouted. ‘““Will any one of you 
give $5,000, .$1,000, $100?” 

When the donations began to dwindle 
to $50, Dr. Magnes would not make that 
sum his aim. 

“Come, people,”’ he exclaimed. ‘ Will 
any of you give $100? Will any of you 
give $1,000? Will any of you give $10,- 

? Will any of you give $20,000? 
There are rich people here whom we 
have not heard from. There are people 
here who can give $20,000 apiece and 
they have no right to refuse. Will any 
of you give $20,0007”’ 

And so it went on. Dr. Magnes seemed 
always to have his finger on the pulse 
of the crowd. When e contributions 
were coming rapidly he announced them 
as they were handed in. Did the people 
lag, he told another story. of an atrocity, 
or made a er ringing appéal, and the 
gifts began come in again. One no- 
ticeable featuré, of the enthusiasm was 
that a number of persons who responded 
with $100 and more on the first appeal 
doubled their,contributions in later gifts. 

One contribution that Was as much 
applauded as any of the large ones an- 
nounced was from a man who sent a 
note to the stage saying that he would 
give during the campaign $5.50 a week, 
‘“‘ which,’”’ he explained, ‘‘is half-of my 
weekly salary.’’ , 

‘*Let this’ be,a night when the Jews 
of the city will show themselves and 
shouted 
Dr. Magnes when this gift was an- 
nounced. ‘‘ Let it mever be said of 
the Jews that they can only make 
money. Let it be said that they are 
also generous in giving it,” 

It was after midnight when the meet- 
ing adjourned. No one had attempted, 
for it would have been vain, to make 
complete a tabulation of the contribu- 
tions. Only an estimate was made by 
those in charge of the collections. 

Following Dr. M es, addresses were 
made by Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, 
President of Cornell. Univérsity; Con- 
gressman Meyer London, and Rabbi M. 
Z. Margolies. — :

“Every time a Turk does something 
praiseworthy in this world he is hailed 
as an Armenian,’’ he continued, ‘ but 
every time he commits a crime or acts 
peg he is -a Turk—or something 
else.”’ 

Expressing himself as ah ardent ad- 
mirer of America pte most things 
American and admitting that Turkey 
needed the trade. of the United States 
even more than of Germany, Dr. Nazim 
Bey nevertheless asserted that the de- 
livery of. ammunition by Americans to 
the Allies had served greatly to estrange 
his people from the United States. He 
thought it would be ‘some time after 
the war before this feeling would die 
down sufficiently to make Turkey a 
field for American business. He said 
the breach had been widened by the 
‘‘ injustice of the American press toward 
Turkey.”’ 

Thanks to Germany, Dr. Ni&gim Bey 
continued, Turkey had gradually been 
lifting herself from a sort of financial 
slough of despond, so that for the last 
three months the Government had been 
able to pay for all its purchases out of 
money loaned.. He summed up the fi- 
nancial position of the’ Turkish’ empire 
as follows: 

“One cannot say that the situation is 
good, for our exrort trade has been 
stopped and consequently our income is 
reduced. But it is not serious.” 

Dr. Nazim Bey takes issue with those 
who have said the British could have 
broken through the Dardanelles in 
March if they had been willing to make 
a@ little greater sacrifice.

“Ss Among the tremendous impressions 
of this struggle,"’ -says ° Professor 


Haeckel,'as quoted in The Chronicle this 


morning. ‘‘Nothing is more overwhelm- 
ing, .nothing: enters. so deeply into our 
souls as the sudden ‘changes from life 
to déath. Daily long_lists of dead con- 
front us. Strapping youths and faithful 
fathers are carried. away in the bloom 
of life, and from thousands of ‘tongues 
questions are asked about the value and 
meaning of human life, about eternity, 
and. about the immortality of the soul.” 

Professor Haeckel has nothing com- 
forting to say. His philosophy is of the 
drabbest and most cheerless sort, ‘The 
bulk of his book is devoted to proving 
that the answers to above questions can 


only be had in religion or in philosophy 
and that in réligion the answer is 
wholly unsatisfactory and untenable. 

“ War," he says; ‘* has reduced to ab- 
surdity. thé doctrinés of providence and 
predestination. In view of the dedths 
of such masses of people and in view uf 
the fact that daily thousands die in 
open battle in the trenches, in air ma- 
chines, submarines, hospitals and prison 
camps, all of them carried away by 
blind chance and others owing their 
escape to the same blind cha . the 
illusion that the destinies of men are 
in the care of an omnipotent intelli- 
gence with carefully arranged plans is 
an idea which cannot be entertained for 
@ moment,” 

The ° professor lays equally pitiless 
hands on the belief in an all-loving 
father, either as it appears in the phil- 
osophy of dualism or it is expounded in 
the systems ‘of Christian ethics. - 

‘‘This war,’ he says, ‘‘ proves the ab— 
surdity of the Christian principle of 
loving one’s neighbors: and the futility 
of pacifism. and Christian ethics. Both 
have been declared bankrupt. The hor- 
rible which we see daily—what is it but 
the mockery of love thy neighbor as 
thyself.”’ ; 

Thé Chronicle writer says that “ Pro- 
fessor Haeckel, however, is not without 
a message of comfort. He finds it in 
science or, as he expresges it, in the 
monistic religion of reason. It is but a 
sorry substitute he offers for what he 
calls ‘the prevailing superstitions.’ It 
is not even original. He goes back 250 
years to his idol, Spinosa, and preaches 
the. beauty and. satisfying nature of 
resignation. This great teacher in Ger- 
many has nothing better to recommend 
to his suffering compatriots than brave 
devotion to unavoidable knowledge and 
recognition. of the eternity and inde- 
structibility of the cosmos and of the 
courses of nature, in ‘which the indi- 
vidual unceasingly appears and disap- 
pears in order to make place for new 
forms.and new models of unending sub- 
stance.”’

The regoemmendation of the Generaj 
Boafd was for the authorization of new 
eonstruction which would cost the navy 
$499,876,000 in five years, exclusive of 
expenditures on construction already au- 
thorized. 

Discrepancy in Programs. 

The report of Secretary Daniels stated

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 21.— An 
amendment to the regulations governing 
the institution, adopted by the Trustees 
of the University of ‘Pennsylvania and 
made public today, will, it ig asserted 
here, make a repetition of what is 
known as the “ Scott Nearing affair”’ 
impossible. The Trustees met many of 
the objections made..by Dr. Nearing’s 
adherents, following the action of the 
Trustees in dropping him as Assistant 
Professor of Economics in the Wharton 
School, by providing that a professor 
or assistant professor hereafter can be 
removed by the Trustees only after con- 
sultation with the Faculty. 

The amendment also provides that if it 
is the intention of. the institution to re- 
engage a member of the Faculty, whose 
term of appointment is expiring, formal 
notice must be given at a certain speci- 
fied time. The. time varies with the 
grade of the teacher. The instructor 
who does not receive such notice will 
thus have knowledge of the fact that he 
is to be dropped. 

After Dr. Nearing was dropped it was 
contended that he should have had 
notice that the Trustees did not intend 
to reappoint him and that the Faculty 
should have been consulted. The Fac- 
ulty several months ago appointed a 
committee to. investigate ‘“ academic 
tenure of office ’’ in other institutions. 

Provost Edgar Fahs Smith in a formal 
statement regarding the Trustees’ ac- 
tion, said: 

‘Phe action clarifies the atmosphere 
upon a question which has been long 
under discussion, not only here, but 
throughout the educational world. Fur- 
ther, it 's a step in the fright: direction 
and will bé contributory to the happi- 
ness and welfare of all who takeup an 
academic career.’’ bic Sop 
The amendment covers the'entire field 
of appointment, reappointment, promo- 
tion, tenure of office, and removal of 
members of the university’s teaching 
staff. It provides at the outset that 
there shall be four grades in the Fac- 
ulty—professor, assistant .professor, in- 
structor, and assistant. : Professors are 
to be appointed for an indefinite term. 
An assistant professor will receive a 
first’ appointment for five years and a 
reappointment also. will be .for. five 
ears. Instructors and assistants will 
e appointed for one year. 

The amendment provides that before 
any reappointments or promotions are 
made, the Trustees must request a rec- 
ommendation from the group of instruc- 
tion of which the individual concerned 
is a member. This is to be considered 
carefully by the trustees and followed, 
if approved, by the Provost and the 
Trustees. Should the recommendation 
fail of approval by the ee Nag body 
of the university, or should none be 
made, the Provost and the Trustees are 
empowered to proceed ‘“‘ to make such 
reappointments or promotions as their 
judgment’ appreves.” 

“In all cases in which the Board of 
Trustees shall feel it to the interest 
of the university,’’ the amendment con- 
tinues, ‘‘ they shall in a like manner 
request the advice of: the proper group 
of instructors in reference.to original 
appointments.’’ 

In excepttonal onaee where delay in 
appointment might ult in loss to the 
university, of the services of a man of 
recognizéd » ability ‘the Provost and the 
Trustees are empowered to make an ap- 
pointment without consultation with the 
group of teachers of which the appointee 
would become a member. :- 

‘With regard to the matter of natice 
the amendment provides that appoint- 
ments shall cease unless “ notice of re- 
newal shall have been given in writing 
by the Provost in case of instructors 
and assistants not later than the first 
day of April preceding the expiration 
of the academic year for which the ap- 
pointment has been made, and in the 
case of an assistant professor at least 
one academic year before the expira- 
tion of the academic year for which the

Russians: Here; Scouting Idea of 
*. Revolt, Think Silence Covers

The refusal of the Czar.to permit the

his close friendship with Mr. Perkins 
and others in the’ steel ‘industry. 

There was much discussion yesterda 
as to the effect that Roosevelt’s at- 
tendance at the dinner would have 
upon his chances of defeating Mr. Wil- 
son if he should appear as a candidate 
for the Republican nomination and cap- 
ture it. One prominent Republican ex- 
pressed the. belief that the position in 
which Colonel Roosevelt had been 
placed -would have the effect of aid- 
ing the .Democratic cause if Mr. Roose- 
velt persisted in an effort to become 
President again. 


Think It May Hurt Roosevelt. 


“If anything can’ hurt Mr. Roose- 
velt when it comes to election time,” he 
said, *‘his attendance at the dinner, 
which won't be forgotten in a day or 
two, will serve that purpose. It may 


have the effect of putting to an end any 
hope that he ever had—if ever one ex- 
isted—of obtaining the nomination. 
When Myron 'T.. Herrick, former Am- 
bassador to France, returned to this 
country he received a big boom for the 
nomination. He attended a dinner at 
the Metropolitan Club, at which the fi- 
nanc’al interests were. dominant. 
you’hear very little of any'serious boom 
for Mr. Herrick now. Perhaps- when 
Colonel Roosevelt is ready to toss his 
hat into the ring again he will find him- 
self deserted by many who were favor- 
able to him a few days before the Gary 
dinner. 

‘* By the coursé he is. now pursuing, 
Mr. sevelt is, simply helping the 
Democrats and hurting himself. + un- 
derstand that many Democrats are doing 
all they_can to cause publicity about 
Colonel Roosevelt’s discussions with the 
steel and oil interests at this dinner, 
On the theory that nothing can. kill him 
off quicker as a possible nominee than 
just such publicity.” 

Ormsby McHarg, who supported the 
Colonel in 1912 and was Gredited with 
doing much good work for him in, the 
South, said he was sure Roosevelt was 
out for the nomination, -but that he 
would not be able to get-it: He said 
that if the Colonel hoped to -make any 
showing at the Republican Convention 
he would have to go out and make a 
fight for delegates in some of the pri- 
mary elections in the larger States goon. 
He predicted that the Colonel’ would 
make such a campaign.- 


Colonel Not to Seek Delegates. 


This brought an official denial from 
Oyster Bay that the Colonel would 
make any campaign in the primartes for 
Republican delegates, but not a word, 
officially or otherwise, to indicate 
whether he would be in any sense a 
ron for the Republican nomina- 

on. , 

The Colonel may have somethi to 
say when he addresses a meeting of the 
Progressives in Philadelphia on phos 28, 
and he is to make another address at 
Chicago, also at a Progressive rally, on 
Lincoln’s Birthday, Feb. ,12. Two days 
later, on Feb. 14, he will sail for the 
West Indies, to be gone from two to 
— : 1 

e olonel wi probably remain 
silent until after Jan. 1 at least, and 
may not give any indication of his in- 
tentions for some weeks later than 
that. But it is expected that his ad- 
dress in Chicago just before he sails for 
the West Indies will give Republicans 
and Pfogressives alike much food for 
thought, which the Colonel will expect 
them to have digested by the time of his 
return. 

It was said yesterday that séveral 
important Republican leaders had. held 
private. conferences about tHe -Roose- 
velt. situation here. One report was 
that Senator Murray Crane had talked 
things over with National Chairman 
Charles D. Hilles and that Theodore 
E. Burton of Ohio, who is seeking the 
nomination for the Presidenc-, and 
Senator Pénrose of Pennsylvania are to 
join the conferees today. This gather- 
ing has been considered significant by 
many.

Throughout official circles and among 
Democratic Senators and Representa- 
tives expressions of satisfaction are 
heard over the Republican situation: so 
far as it applies to the choice of a 
Presidential candidate.

The statement of George E. Miller,

Many politicians here, especial 
ly those 'who have paid particular at- 
tention to New York affairs, have not 
forgotten the feeling aroused among 
officers of the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion over what they regarded as cavalier 
treatment. of Colonel Roosevelt, then 
President, by the present Justice of the 
Supreme Court. Justice Hughes had 
been nominated for a second term as 
Governor, according to the claim of 
President Roosevelt’s friends, through 
the direct help of Colonel Roosevelt and 
George B. Cortelyou, then Secretary of 
the Treasury,. but had not shown the 
appreciation, they said, that was due to 
the Administration. 


The Rebuff from Hughes. 

Prior to that, however, while Governor 
Hughes was trying to oust the State In- 
surance Commissicner, President Roose- 
velt received a visit from Frederick 
C. Stevens of Attica, Commissioner of

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CHANGES IN GOLF LINKS AT INW 00D—SCHOOLS’ FOOTBALL PROBLEM | 
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NEW GOLF HOUSE 
AT INWOOD LINKS 


Course Being Remodeled by 
Herbert Strong—Plan Invita- 
tion Tournament Next Year. 


There is a rejuvenation under way at 
the Inwood Country Club, Inwood, L. I. 
Some years ago, when the club was 
started, the original links was planned 
im imftation of famous seaside courses of 
England and Scotland, After a propi- 
tious ‘start; the club got into somewhat of 
a@ rut, and progress was at a standstill 
on what might have been one of the best 
apadide. courses in this country. With the 
appointment of A. T. ‘Steiner to the 
Chairmanship of the Greens Committee, 
a new spirit of progress infused itself 
through the club, and though much has 
been dorie this Fall in remodeling the 
links, still greater things are planned for 
the coming season. 

The first point decided upon was the 
erection of a new clubhouse. The old 
_ building was serviceable but inadequate, 
‘and the increasing membership requires 
a@ new home, not as a luxury, but as a 
necessity. Consequently the Spring sea- 
gon will see the construction of a thor- 
oughly modern clubhouse, capable of ac- 
commodating the entire roster of club 
members an@ their guests on a single oc- 
Casion. In the clubhouse there will be a 
spacious dining room, a ballroom, sleep- 
ing apartments, and Various reception 
rooms. A swimming pool will be a feat- 
ure of the new locker building, and hand- 
ball courts will also be constructed. 

In the hot Summer months the mem- 
hers may disport themselves in the 
waters of the bay that encircles the 
peninsula upon which the golf course is 
lecated. Besides a pier and boathouse 
for the yachting and swimming element, 
there will be a gunning shack for the 
hunters of the blue-winged teal and can- 
vasback duck that visit the bay in the 
Fall, Further diversion will be sup- 
plied by new tennis courts, but these 
are more of a concession to the wives 
and daughters of the members than at- 
tractions to the golfers. 

The remodeling of the course is under 
the direction of Herbert Strong, the 
professional at the Inwood club. Strong 
has been at Inwood four years, and 
previous to this he was for six years in 
charge of Apawamis, and three seasons 
at the Cambridge University Club in 
England. Strong is a long, hard driver, 
and always finishes well up in the open 
tournaments. When the changes in the 
course ate completed the club will go 
after some of the big events in golf.: 

Next Fall it is planned to hold a large 

sinvitation tournament, and when the 
course has received a thorough try-out 
the Inwood club will put in a bid for 
thé championships of the Metropolitan 
and national associations. There are 
several natural features which the In- 
wood course possesses that give it an 
advantage over the Westchester links. 


Its proximity to the ocean makes it 
onalvle to play golf there long after 
he inland cotrrses have béen frozen 
hard. This fact allows the Summer 
eens to be used far into the early 
Winter without doing fry age to 
their surfate. The soil is sandy and

Sg eee 
Mythical Shevlin Names Henry Ford 
to Coach the Blue. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass,, Dec. 21,—Eight hun- 
dred members of the Harvard“Club of 
Boston celebrated tonight the 41-0 srid-| Fp 
iron victory over ¥ale by a banquet to 
the: winning tedm and the coaches. 
There were jibes galore at Yale's e¢x~ 
pengée, and the diners were entertained 
by dazzling déceit in pictures and 
speechés much the same as Yale was 
deceived by the mystic manoeuvres of 
Harvard's eleven. 

There was hope expressed by every 
speaker but one that Percy Haughton 
would renew his contract with the Har- 
vard Athletic Association and coach 
Harvard again next year. But no an- 
nouncement as to Hatighton’s plan was 
forthcoming. Haughton talked of the 
psychology of the\game and praised 
the Harvard coaches who had gone be- 
fore him—Bert Lewis and Bill Reid, for 
laying the foundation of his system. 

“We employed various forms of 

psychology” ‘said Haughton. ‘ To illus- 
trate, we studied the chorus girl and 
we-found that while she was doing 
most wonderful gyrations on the stage 
she. was all the time smiling with a 
gladsome eye at the bald headed man 
in the front row. Applied to football, 
we trained our players to such an extent 
that their subconscious mind enabled 
them to perform automatically their 
various ‘accomplishments while their 
active or conscious mind was dealing 
with the unforeseen éxigencies which 
invariably happen during ‘the game.” 
. “Tom Shevlin” appeared at the ban- 
quet and made a speéch after his tie 
was suddenly changed from blue to red. 
He said he was going back to the tall 
timber with Hinkey after he and Hinkey 
received gold footballs for contributing 
much to Harvard’s victory. Tom was 
only a fake, however, but he looked like 
the real thing. ‘He said Henry Ford 
would be Yalé’s next coach, and a ca- 
blegram was received from Henry say- 
ing that he promised to get the Yale 
team out of the trenches by 1950. 


YALE LOSES TO PITT. 


Elis Tie Score Near End, but Are 
Unable to Win at Basket Ball, 


PITTSBURGH, Penn., Dee, 24.—Be- 
fore the largest crowd of the season at 
the Trees Stadium tonight the Pitts- 
burgh University basket ball team tri- 
umphed over Yale by a seore of 81 to 
29, in a game that was close all the 
way. Pitt took the lead at the start,

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FACULTY SHOULD 
CONTROL FOOTBALL 


Dr.’ Richard M. Jones Favors 
Paid Coach, but Would 
Abolish Gate Receipts. 


Faculty control of football is advo- 
Richard M. Jones, head 
master of. the William Penn Charter 
School of Philadelphia, which was the 
first school in Philadelphia to employ 
a football coach. Among the prominent 
coaches who have directed the Penn 
Charter football destinies are Profesor 
Robert N. Corwin, head of the Yale 
Athletic Committee; George W. Wood- 
ruff, one of the leading players in the 
country; Henry Lane Williams, a half 
back at Yale, and Dr..Albert H. Sharpe, 
now head coach at Cornell. 

Dr. Jones would have the game en- 
tirely in charge of the college or school 
and make it a part of the institution, as 
its Latin or Greek department. He be- 
lieves that one coach should be abso- 
lutely supreme to choose his own as- 
sistants and discharge them as he sees 
fit. He would also abolish gate re- 
ceipts and put a fee in every student’s 
bill: sufficient to cover athletics and in- 
vite the public to see the games. He 
would also abolish the training table, 
but admits that this latter may not be 
practical at all the schools. 

This revolutionary attitude of Dr. 
Jones is the result of many years of 
keen observation and careful attention 
to the growing evils of college football.

— Be- 
hold the aged cripple, who drags along 
his wretched senile life to escape death 
and thy fury. Trample him under foot 
with iron feet, gouge out his dimming 
éyes, unworthy ever to mirror Bul- 
garia’s grandeur. 

Why linger, young Bulgaria? For- 
ward, ever forward! Softer than 
flowery meads of Spring is the carpet 
woven from the corpses of murdered 
‘women and boys. Refresh thy soul 
in the perfume of their youth, and 
then, tipsy with passion and heroism, 
strew flowers upon the earth, and 
march forth as if you were treading 
the velvet rugs of a palace. 

Spirited poet of a spirited people. 
If Greece is to be invaded she will 
prefer to be invaded by the Turks. 
Of their gentleness old memories ré- 
main; and later experiences under 
ABDUL Hamip II. and those delightful

WINSTON CHURCHILL’S ARMADA. 
The evacuation by thé British troops 
of thé Suvla Bay and Anzac zones in 
Gallipoli seems to be received by 
England with a sort of melancholy 
mingled with a feeling of relief. The 
story of the campaign tells of the loss 
of six great ships, of some 100,000 
British—thé French losses are unknown 
—a record of brave failure or fruitless, 
costly small successes, of blundering, 
of disaster, disappointment of the 
high hopes stimulated by the easy 
smashing of the entrance forts of the 
Dardanelles. For a long time English 
public opinion has been weary of the 
expedition so brilliantly begun; and 
now it is content to make the best: 
of a bad job. The part of politics, of 
ferocious anti-Churchillism, the fond- 
ness of democracies for heroés~ and 
scapegoats, has been very great, inde- 
céntly great,; in judgments of the 
Dardanelles campaign. Of course suc- 
cess is usually the sole justification 
and criterion of military and naval 
movements, and the world is cruel to 
failure. : 

Was the attempt to force the Strait 
thé madness that the foes of WINsTon 
CHURCHILL have represented it? There 
were sound reasons for seeking. to 
gratify and encourage Russia. Te 
open the Dardanelles so that she 
might receive munitions and send out 
her grain through the Black Sea, to 
impress the Balkan States, these were 
feasible objects. A naval campaign 
approved in advance by the French 
Admiralty and by the Russian Gov- 
ernment, it is a little rash to call 
preposterous; and even if it dragged 
and failed in spite of military sup- 
port, even with full remembrance of 
the’ futility of ships of war against 
modern fortifications amply supplied 
with munitions, even if all the gal- 
lantry of the assailants won but a 
few square miles of the peninsula, was 
the venture not worth making, was 
it not on the perilous edge of victory 
more than once? 

The losing of a ridge that had been 
desperately won- by the Allies took 
from them what seemed an assured 
and deadly cutting of the Turkish. 
cqmmunications. An Associated Press 
dispatch from Vienna, printed in yes- 
terday’s TiMs#s, assertéd that even 
after the loss, on March 18, of the 
Bouvet, Irresistible, and Ocean, and 
the serious’ injury of five othér ships, 
the elevén remaining vessels of the 
allied fleet could have forced the Dar- 
danelles on March 19. This on the 
alleged authority of artillery officers, 
who say that the battery most feared

This, is may be urged, is Maudlin 
Mullerism; the event and not the 
possibility counts.

CHURCHILL, if not all the facts and 
too few of his countrymen do. The 
man who made ready and mobilized 
‘the English fleet at the beginning of 
the war did the Allies a service vital 
and memorable; a primary, funda- 
mental, continuing service. The Dar- 
danelles venture has not pleased Fate, 
but was it rash or mad? The man 
responsible for it is doing his duty in 
the trenches while the Jominis and 
Mahans of press and Parliament have 
been snarling. Meanwhile, the British 
still command the entrance to the 


Strait. 


TAKE THE PLANS AS THEY ARE. 
An adjournment of Congress next 
Spring without. final action on the de- 
fensé measurés would be a national 
disgrace. Yet it can be fairly said 
that numbers of Americans who con- 
sidér themselves patriotic are work- 
ing with all their might to that end. 
Happily the influence of most of them, 
not of all;, upon the Senators and 
Representatives is not appreciable. 
The imperative need of preparedness 
is not a matter of opinion. In the in- 
terest of the whole country the de- 
fense measures now before Congress, 
with the approval of the Adminis- 
tration, should be adopted. It is clear 
enough that any such measures lack- 
ing the approval of the Adminis- 
tration cannot obtain the support of a 
majority. Amendments may be made 
to thé bills embodying the suggestions 
of the War and Navy Departments, 
but the main issue should not be 
obscured by the introduction of 
obstructive amendments or of sub- 
stitute bills which can never be ac- 
That would serve only to 
block legislation, which is, of course, 
the single aim of some of the advo- 
cates of alternative measures. 
“mie various leagues, associations, 
and societies formed for: the avowed 
purpose of enlightening the people as 
to our national need of stronger de- 
fenses on land and* sea can do no 
better than to use all the agencies 


they control to secure general support 


for the Administration’s measures. 
So far as they follow this course they 
will be helpful to the nation. So far 
as they insist upon holding public 
discussions for the furtherance of 
private ideas opposed to the plans 
which must be accepted if any are to 
be accepted they will surely exert a 
harmful influence. The various peace 
movements, the agitations of senti- 
mentdaiists, are of small consequence. 
They will havé as little effect on de- 
fense plans in this country as the 
human cargo of the peace ship will 
So long 
as the sober-minded part of the com- 
munity holds together in support of the 
official defense plans the machina- 
tions of disgruntled politicians and 
the protests of the anti-armament en- 
thusiasts will be alike unsuccessful. 
It is the task of the Administration, 
with the aid of Congress, to prepare 
the nation. to protect itself. It is the 
clear duty of the citizens to encourage 
the Government to give us the best 
protection it can devise. No better 
heginning toward a strengthening of 
our land and sea forces has beén sug- 
gested than is set forth in the plans 
now under consideration.

THE CHRISTMAS FUNDS. 

There is no doubt now that the im- 
mediate necessities of all the persons 
mentidned in the list of one hundred 
cases of destitution described in THE 
TIMEs within the last two weeks have 
been relieved. The amount of money 
thus far received, exceeding $25,000, 
will be more than sufficient to render 
to those afflicted persons all the aid 
asked for them by the charitable or- 
ganizations which have their cases in 
charge, but these cases are only 
typical of thousands of others which 
could be described by the indefatigable 
workers of those organizations. Ina 
year of plenty there is still enough 
wretchedness and misery engendered 
by poverty and misfortune to tax 
heavily the resources of all the 
agencies of charity.. One of the con- 
tributions received on Monday was a 
check for $2,000 to be devoted to the 
relief of destitute families not in- 
cluded in the list of one hundred 
cases. There is no doubt that good 
use will be found for every dollar of 
this’ sum, tat all of it will be applied, 
like the contributions for specified 
cases, not to encourage sloth or pro- 
mote the habit among the unfortunate 
of depending on alms, but practically 
to helo the helpless to take care of 
themselves, to restore hope to the 
hopeless. 

Incidentally, these generous and well- 
bestowed contributions will infuse 
into the dreary lives of the oppressed 
something of the delight of the Christ- 
mas season which is familiar in the 
families of the givers. The account 
of the children who have willingly 
given up some of their own Christmas 
gifts so that comfort and good cheer 
may be the ‘ot of certain other chil- 
drén, of whose pitiful condition they 
have learned from the appeal for 
Christmas charity in THe Timss, is 
an assurance that such a charitable 
plan as this. works beneficially for 
the donors as well as the recipients of 
aid.. To give from a superfluity is not 
so commendable as to give at a per- 
sonal sacrffice.

of its subjects living 
Threatened. in this country, not a 
few were working in plants where mu- 
nitions for the Allies were made, it im- 
mediately took steps as vigorous as, it 
eould devise to force them to abandon a 
form of employment which, reasonably 
enough, it considered detrimental to Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 
to quit the shops were provided with 
money on which to live until places of 
another sort could be found for them, 
while those who showed an inclination or 
determination to remain where they 
were, in spite of the assistance they were 
giving to the enemies of their brothers 
at home, were sternly informed through 
their vernacular papers and otherwise 
that they were incurring the penalties of 
treason by what they were doing, and 
that- they would suffer long imprison- 
ment if their Government ever could get 
its hands on them. 

But there was printed on Sunday last a 
formal and almost official announcement 
by a Government certainly not inferior im 
either strength or efficiency to that of 
Austria-Hungary and addressed to an- 
other group of aliens in the United 
States. They were told that ‘‘ whoever is 
guilty of conduct tending to associate the 
German. cause with jiawlessness of 
thought, suggestion, or deed against life, 
property, or order in the United States is 
in fact an enemy of that cause.”’ 

That this statement is true will be de- 
nied by nobody who is even decently well 
informed as to the recént progress 6f 
events and the recent creation of public 
sentiment in this.country. Von Tuirprtrz 
himself has hardly done. more to make 
American antagonists for ‘‘ the German 
cause ’’ than have the injudicious. up- 
holders of that cause living here either 
temporarily or permanently.

It is the minor, but still prominent, 
figures in the astonishing episode that 
come in for the criticism and the ridi- 
culé—they who are described as behav- 
ing with irascibility unseemly on a peace 
pilgrimage and as talking wildly about 
what should and should not be. done. 
The ‘worst said of*Mr. ForD by the for- 
eign observers is that he betrays aston- 
ishing ignorance of European conditions, 
and a hopefulness amusing or pathétic 
as to what can be done with such assist- 
ants as his and with the means at his 
command to influence the course of ‘a 
war that involves so nearly all the 
world. . 

From some of the statements made one 
gathers that there is dawning in Mr. 
Forp’s mind a suspicion that the task he 
essayed fs too large for him to perform, 
and it would not be altogether surprising 
if before long hé developed enough sense 
of relative values to give it up. There is 
much to hasten such a decision in the 
quarrels that have broken out among his 
followers. Not all of the latter are so 
wrapped in illusions as to be quite blind- 
ed to realities, and these wiser delegates 
are not likely long to tolerate the vaga- 
ries of companions who rather evidently 
are working harder to exploit themselves 
than to make peace on shipboard or else- 
where. Only those who are unable to 
pay their own expenses home are under 
any obligation to remain with the party 
longer than they choose, and the others 
can hardly be enjoying the experiences 
they see as coming from those they have 
had.

comment, perhaps, is—important if true. 

There is, of course, nothing of actual, 
inherent, impossibility in the execution of 
such a plan. The Allies could build and 
man the fleet, and the consequences of 
its attack, if successfully carried through, 
might easily be the awful havoc that was 
described. One cannot but remember, 
however, that enterprises of this charac- 
ter are rarely made the subject of ad- 
vance advertising’ by those who are to 
take part in them either as active par- 
ticipants or as purveyors of material. 

The Germans, too, probably know a lit- 
tle something about the protection of im- 
portant places from aeroplane raids, for 
they have had a chance for some months 
to observe the guarding of Paris _from 
their own aerial assaults. 

It may be that the truly thrilling tale 
was by way of suggesting to the Allies 
what they could and should do, rather 
than prophetic of what they are going to 
do. That theory, while not detracting 
materially from the interest of the narra- 
tive, reduces its mystéries to more man- 
ageable proportions.

If it had not -been for - the 
small, undisciplined expeditionary force 
with which England so basely attacked 
unprepared Germany, German Kultur 
might now be found in London and Paris 
and the war but a matter of history. 
Now that the Allies outnumber the 
Teutons, we are told that ‘the Ger- 
mans have been outnumbered from ‘the 
very beginning.’’ However, our hyphen- 
ated citizens will be unable to erase the 
impression that the hastily collected 
armies of the Kaiser drifted across the 
Belgian border in goodly numbers. Was 
it not slightly before-a tearing noise was 
heard from a certain scrap of paper?

What Turkey Has Done for the 
Happiness of Ottomans.

I beg to take exception to the statement 
to the effect that’ the Moslem world is di- 
vided. There is not only a lack of evidence 
to support this statement, but close follow- 
ers of the trend of affairs in the East have 
been struck by the spirit of enthusiasm ex- 
hibited throughout the Mohammedan coun- 
tries since Turkey’s entry into the present 
conflict. 

It is true, that England, whose ‘policy has 
always been directed to prevent Turkey from 
becoming a power strong enough to become 
a symbol for the progress of all Moslem races, 
has tried to attain her purpose by “ ap- 
pointing a Sultan’’ to the Egyptian throne, 
but this attempt has not only failed:to ma- 
terialize but has had the rather unlucky 
etfect of making the ‘‘ Arabs furious against 
the British for having appointed a Sultan 
ot Egypt, which title, they claim, is re- 
served for the Caliph in Constantinople,”’ as 
Neufeld, who has just returned from a jour- 
ney in Arabia, says. The fact that the so- 
called Sultan has at .everal times narrowly 
escaped assassination by the Egyptians them- 
selves indicates that he is not altogether 
welcomed even by his own countrymen, 

What has Turkey done to assure the hap- 
piness of the Ottoman Empire? To say noth- 
ing of the admitted defeat inflicted on the 
‘‘ mistress of the seas’’ by the ‘‘ sick man 
of Europe’’ in the Dardanelles, we have 
ctushed at least ‘two revolutions, one in 
Yemen, organized by England for the for- 
mation of a new Caliphate under British 
control, in which England’s participation 
had become, an open fact when her former 
Comrmaissaties, Iman Yahya and Seyid Idris, 
renewed thelr allegiance to the Ottoman au- 
thorities; the othér in Armenia, which was 
frustrated by virtue of the precautionary 
measures taken. by the Government to the 
utter disappointment of England ‘and Rus- 
sia, who had: spent millions in carrying out 
their seditious propaganda.

Issues Obscured by the War. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You. have several times criticised in your 
paper pacifists who denounce war in gen- 
eral without making distinctions between 
good and bad wars. The question, however, 
is not whether the causes of wars are good 
or bad, but whether a certain good end can 
bé accomplished as well by war as by peace- 
ful negotiations. In considering this ques- 
tion we should keep in mind a few obvious 
truths. One is that good causes, clear at 
the outset of the war, are usually obscured 
by fighting. It would be difficult now for 
the Allies exactly to define their object. <A 
second truth is that the violent emotions 
aroused by war lead the ccmbatants to wish 
to crush their victim instead of to plan an 
adjustment of world relationships that will 
offer some hope of a civilized international 
union. And a third truth is that the im- 
portant changes which are made in national 
policies come as a result of constant and 
persistent labor in times of peace rather than 
as a result of arbitrary terms of settlement 
at the end of hostilities. If Prussian mill- 
tarism is to be destroyed it will be by. the 
continued protest of those who suffer it. 

The long deadlock on the western front 
séems to show that the ‘‘ surgeon’s knife’’ 
of which you spéak is a dull and clumsy 
instrument. The end of the war, we fear, 
will show that the surgeon himself has be- 
come more like an assassin.

MEANING ‘OF RUSSIAN 


UNREST TO’ GERMANY. 





A Successful Revolution, Though Unlikely, Is Represented as Adding 
to the Dangers of the Teutonic Empires. 





‘By ISAAC DON LEVINE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

This. week afforded an excellent op- 
portunity for the study of the, charac- 
teristic Teutonic shortsightedness. . The 
pro-German press had for several days 


‘given prominent space to all kinds of 


unconfirmed reports and rumors of a 
revolution in Russia supported by. the 
army; of Petrograd, Moscow, and other 
big cities being in the hands of the revo- 
lutionists, and of an expected change in 
the form of the Government of Russia. 
The first thing that struck one who read 
these greatly diffused reports and ex- 
aggerated rumors was that abnormal, 
nervous manifestation of joy which the 
Teutons , display’ whenever a “ favor- 
able ’’ rumor reaches their ears. The 
expected revolution in Ireland at the 
beginning. of the war, the frequently 
reported would-be revolutions in India 
and Egypt, have all been accompanied 
by a similar nervous manifestation of 
joy on their part. Perhaps the psychol- 
ogist would find in this phenomenon a 
sure indication of defeat, for are not 
the Irish, Indian, Egyptian, and Rus- 
sian revolutions mere phantoms? And 
does not the fact that the Teutons put 
so much. hope in them conclusively 
prove that somewhere deep in the Teu- 
tonic heart there is a feeling of help- 
lessness and a growing realization of 
the failure of the Teutonic allies? 
There is also another aspect to. the 
specific case of this week, showing the 
political shortsightedness of our Teu- 
tonic friends. Assuming that a revo- 
lution has taken place in Russia, they 
failed to see the true significance to the 
Teutonic. cause of such a _ revolution. 
The. revolutionists of Russia issued a 
jvint manifesto several weeks ago in 
which they condemn the German impe- 
rialism and call upon the Russian peo- 
ple to fight till the end for the great 
democratic principles of ~ the world. 
There cannot be the slightest doubt in 
the firmness and determination with 
which the Russian revolutionists are 
resolved to prosecute the war till Prus- 
sian militarism is crushed. A _ revolu- 
tion in Russia would not only have no 
advantages to the Teutonic allies, but, 
on the contrary, would present two dis- 
tinct dangers to them, both of which 


would hasten their defeat and thereby 


accelerate the arrival of a lasting peace 
on earth. Of the two dangers, one is 
internal and the other external. 

The internal danger would come as a 
result of the effect a successful rev- 
olution in Russia would have on the 
people in Germany and Austria. A free: 
Russia prosecuting the war against! 
them would be responsible for some, 
startling changes in the attitude of ithe 
masses in the Central Empires toward: 
the war and its causes. These masses, 
and, for that matter, their leaders, also, 


declared frequently and so enthusiasti- | 


cally that they were fighting for the 
freedom of the world from the tyranny of 
the Czar, that they weré the champions 
of liberty in their combat against the 
Romanoff dynasty, that they were de- 
fending the cause of the Russian people. 
Now, imagine these people suddenly 
confronted with the free Russian peo- 
ple’s will to fight on and on till Ger- 
many was crushed. It would rob the 
Teutons of their only effective argu- 
ment; it would make them think and 
seck the cause for the revolutionary 
Russia still rémaining in the ranks of 
‘their foes; it would open their eyes 
and make them see that something 
must be wrong. The cause of the war 
has been laid by the Teutons at the 
door of the. Czar’s Government, but 
this Government eliminated and the 
new Government that the Teutons so 
long to see following the same war 
policy as the old one would revolution- 
ize the whole system of the Teutonic 
reasoning and argumentation which is 
responsible for the chloroformed con- 
dition of the Teutonic mind. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it would effectively under- 
mine that system, awakening the peo- 
ple to a full realization of the truth, 
causing a révolution in Germany and 
Austria. What happened to France .in 
1870-71 would happen to the Teutoni¢e 
allies in the event of a successful revo- 
lution in Russia. 

The external danger to the Teutons 
would lie, in the transformation of 
Russia. Free, united, Russia’ would be 
a more effective opponent than now. It 
is impossible adequately to describe the 
power of such a giant nation, animated 
with a holy desire to bring liberty and 
security to a world menaced by a mili- 
tary machine like Prussia’s. Only one 
who knows the passionate yearning of 
the oppressed Russian toward freedom 
and the profound appreciation he’ has 
for the great ideals of humanity, can 
picture the freed Russian’s devotion to 
the cause of democracy, and his 
obstinacy and ferociousness in the 
struggle to tree mankind. A _ free 
Russia means a new enemy to the Teu- 
tonic cause, for. the spirit of liberty 
and humanity can never be at peace 
with the spirit of the Hapsburg ‘and 
Hohenzollern dynasties. 

Had the Teutons realized. the true 
State of affairs they would never have 
rejoiced at the mirage of a Russian 
revolution. Of course a successful rev- 
olution in Russia is very unlikely at 





present, but should it take place, the 
; Teutons and their friends would soon 
| realize the disastrous consequences such 
|}@ revolution would bring upon them. 
| And the Allies and their sympa 

| all over the face of the earth eee + gle 
increase their physical strength and

THE BRONX SCHOOL TEST 


Not Fair to Judge by It, Says Dis- 
trict Superintendent Taylor. 


To the Editor cf The New York Times: 

Now that you have dignified the outrageous 
attack of ‘The Bronx Home News upon the 
public schools by printing a summary of its 
article, and calling attention to it in your 
editorial] columns, I respectfully crave a little 
of your space for a reply. 

The persons examined in this case were 


twenty-four delivery boys of The Home News., 


The names. and. addresses of. the, children 
have not been disclosed, so it is impossible 
to verify the grades and schools to which 
the boys are said to belong. We have dis- 
covered, however, that the boy in Public School 
45 who was singled out for special humilia- 
tion by having his spelling paper published 
belongs to a good family, and recently came 
from a parochial school. We have also dis- 
covered thrée lads from Public School 27 who 
took the examination. They all belong to the 
7B grade, two of them having been recently 
degraded from 8A. All three were marked 
** deficient ’’ in November. 

The circulation manager does not know or 
care what is in the course of study. He 
asked questions quite regardless of what the 
children have been taught in their grades. 
The assumption was made that because a 
given topic is in a book carried by a pupil 
he ought to know that topic.. The spellers, 
geographies, histories, arithmetics, &c., car- 
ried by pupils often cover three or four 
years of work. It appears that some chil- 
dren had one question in history and geog- 
raphy, while others had none. There were 
only twenty-four boys altogether. On the 
basis of what is disclosed by this superficial 
examination of a few newsboys, conducted 
by a person unacquainted with the grade re- 
quirements of our course of study, and bent 
upon arousing ‘‘a storm of discussion,”’ the 
school system is Geclared to be a failure. In 
the latest issue of The Home News we are 
informed that the attack is not primarily 
against the Bronx schools, but against “‘ the 
system.” The system has no voice and can- 
not answer. But the advertising agent cor- 
rectly guessed that the school teachers and 
officials would reply and there would be a 
‘storm of discussion.” 

It happens that during the school year 
1914-1915 I examined every one of my 54,000 
children in his own classroom. The results 
of these tests were submitted to The Home 
News, but were unconvincing to the editor, 
because he seems to think that his adver- 
tismg- manager, with his farcical test of 
twenty-four newsboys, knows. more about ‘the 
schools than the man who spends all his 
time in school inspection. 

The two Vistrict Superintendents assigned to 
the Bronx, Dr. Dwyer and myself, have made 
a@ point of thoroughly inspecting and examin- 
ing each school and class at ‘least once a 
year. We have also given a thorough exam- 
ination to every graduating class in our bor- 
ough for years. The results of the last test, 
given in June, 1915, were as: follows: 

Per Cent. 
Arithmetic No. 1, (mechanical) 
Arithmetic No. 2, (problems)......+...-++ 
Geography 
History 
English .....---seseeeeereeee Peieeakesewees 

These averages include the marks of all the 
children examined, including the 76 that 
failed ag well as the 2,000 that passed. 

The summary of my supervisory activities 
during the past year, put against the alleged 
results of a ridiculous test given by an out- 
sider to twenty-four newsboys, is pretty con- 
clusive evidence that the children of the 
Bronx are actually getting what is in the 


course of study.

Americans May Find a Field 
England During the War. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
You. were kind enough, some time ago, to 
print a letter from Mr. Lee Galloway, to- 
gether with another from Miss Ashley of 
this city. Both. these letters called attention 
to a very real need for social workers in 
England to take the places of those. who ars 
at the war. The suggestionjwas made that 
some .. young ‘Americans, * particularly nfs 
versity students, shold give a year to prac- 
tical social work here in Birmingham. Miss 
Ashley directed special attention to the 
organization known as the “‘ Street Children’s 
Union,’’ which I represent. I shall be more 
than ready to send particulars of our work 
to any inqguirers, but I may say here that 
the Street Children’s Union consists of some 


In 


parts of the city, which are organized from 
and centralized in a settlement house known 
as Cathedral House. It was for residents at 
this house that the letters referred to ap- 
pealed. 

I have received several letters from Ameri- 
cans who wish to respond to the appeal, and 
I am very grateful’ for their offers. But 
from. these letters I gather that it is net 
quite clear that we are most unfortunately 
not in a position which makes it possible to 
offer any remuneration to residents.-at the 
Cathedral House. I realize how much bet- 
ter would be our chances of obtaining help 
if we could even offer board.and lodging to 
residents in partial return for their services. 
But your readers will readily understand 
the financial anxieties of works such as 
ours at a time like the present. 

So we are regretfully compelled to call 
only for voluntary helpers: The need is in- 
deed urgent. Our residents at present num- 
ber only three, and we have room for more 
than twice that number. Our social work. is 
of the utmost urgency at the moment, when 
discipline in the homes of the working classes 
if in hundreds of cases at the lowest ebb, 
owing to the absence of the head of the 
family, and very likely the mother doing 
long hours at a Government factory. And 
in face of this urgency we can put -up only 
a seriously depleted staff of helpers. 

Miss Ashley’s suggestion was that a man 
wishing to study social problems before 
graduating, or immediately after, could do 
nothing better than spend a year in this 
settlement and thus combine the utmost use- 
fulness with, perhaps, unique experience. 1 
need not say that I shall be more than ready 
to hear from any such men. !f they will 
‘write direct to me. But we do not limit our 
residents to those only who are “ studying 
social problems.’’ ‘There is a great human 
work here of the highest moral order, It 
requires only men of common sense and 
sympathy, with a slight remembrance of what 
they were like themselves when boys. We 
touch something like 2,000 of the youth of 
the city, and could extend indefinitely had 
we the support of an ample number of 
helpers. As more and more of these leave 
to fight their country’s battles, we have to 
look to others to fill their places, and it is in 
the hope that we may not be disappointed 
and compelled to close a work of so much 
encouragement and promise that I now ask 
you to be good enough to print this lettér.

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Goodwin Tells Judge and Jury 
_ How He and Another Boy 
Planned to Get Rich. 


THE GAIN TO BE $200,000 


‘The Scheme Dropped, He Thought 


Certificates’ Destroyed Until He 
Heard of Attempted Sale. 


Charles H. Goodwin, a young bank 
clerk, who helped to: forge: ten certifi- 
cates of corporation stock which were 
subsequently offered. for sale by others 
as worth $200,000, described his part in 
the transaction to Judge Nott and 4@ 
jury in General Sessions. yesterday. 
Under indictment himself, he was a 
witness against George H. Lowden of 
Hempstead, L. I.,.-who Was on trial 
charged with forgery because of. having: 
attempted to use the spurious stock 
to his own advantage. 

In telling his story Goodwin, whois 
22 years old, and who is now employed 
by. a trust company, said he wanted to 
tell the whole truth, no matter what 
it would cost him. He had, however, 
been given to understand by the ' Dis~ 
tri¢t -Attorney’s office that he would 
not be prosecuted. Immunity was 
granted tc him not only because of his 
willingness to assist the District At- 
torney in Lowden’s case, but also be- 
cause he was pot implicated in and. 
knéw nothi about Lowden’s alleged 
operations with the bogus stock, m 

In 1911, according to Goodwin's 8 ory, 
when ‘he worked in the transfer depart- 
ment of the Standard Trust Company, 
he met another clerk who proposed to 
make some money by getting possession 
of blank certificates of reliable stock. 
These he pointed out, could be filled_in 
and sold. Goodwin did not like the idea 
at first, but finally his fellow-clerk won 
him over, and he appropriated ten blank 
certificates from the stock book of the 
Laclede Gas Light Company, then in 
the possession of the Standard Trust 
Company. 

“That night,” said Goodwin yester- 
day, ‘‘ the other clerk and I went to @ 
friend’s house and we selected the name 
of Frank A. Weston as the person to 
‘whom we would issue the stock. My 


. friend practiced this signature for some 


p

time, and then filled in the face of the 
certificates making each one for 100 
shares of stock. I filled in the neces- 
rk writing on the back.” 

@ other clerk, Goodwin said, was to 
go to Philadelphia to sell the bogus 
stock, but the conspirators concluded 
the plan was too risky and decided to 
abandon it. Goodwin said he was as- 
sured by his friend that the certtfi- 
cates would be destroyed, and he be- 
lieved this to have been done, until he 
read in newspapers that George H. 
Lowden had been arrested for sing 
bogus stock on the brokerage firm of 
Ehrich & Co. of 67 Exchange Place. He 
recognized the name of the stock, and 
rushed to the District Attorney’s office 
at once and told Mr. Perkins how the 
certificates had originated. 

Not only to the District Attorney but 
also to his parents and to his employers 
the boy made a full confession. 

His present Seplcres impressed with 
the idea that the bogus stock episode 
was not characteristic of him, appealed 
in his behalf when the boy disclosed nis 
guilt to the District Attorney. 

Yesterday, after Goodwin had told his 
story, he was cross-exngumed by Law- 
yer Abe Levy for the defense. 

“At that time, did you think it was 
wrong to issue bogus stock?’’ asked Mr. 

iii No.”’ . 7 

“Did you know you were betraying 
the trust of your employers? ’”’ 

‘ or 

“Then, into the 
scheme? ”’ 

“ Because I was a fool,’’ replied the 
witness, bitterly. 

“When did you realize that you were 
a fool? *’ asked Mr. Levy. 

“TI realized I was a fool just as soon 
as I did it,’’ answered Goodwin. 

Goodwin said he had expected to real- 
ize $55,000 out of the bogus stock if the 
scheme had succeeded. He said that 
when he heard of Lowden’s arrest he 
expected he would have to face severe 

unishment, but that he went to the 

istrict Attorney’s office, anyway, be- 
cause he wanted to “ square things’ as 
far as he was concerned. 

“Even though I had known that I 
would ‘have to go to prison, I would 
have given myself up,” declared the 
witness, 

William J. Ehrich, of Ehrich & Co., tes- 
tified that Lowden was an intimate 
friend of one of his partners, and was 
permitted to occupy a desk in the office 
of 67 Exchange Place. Ehrich did not 
auestion Lowden’s account with the firm, 
although he knew it amounted to more 
than $200,000. 

It was not until October, 1914, when 
the market had taken a bad slump and 
brokers were compelled to take account 
of stock, that Ehrich discovered, through 
information from the transfer depart- 
ment of the Guarantee Trust Company, 
that the Laclede Gas certificates were 
forged and that the person to whom 
they were issued, Frank A. Weston, for 
whom Lowden was acting as agent, 
was fictitious. 

On the following day Ehrich, havin 
previously provided for the presence o 
a detective in his office, summoned 
Lowden before him and ask him to 
describe his client, Frank A. Weston. 
According to Ehrich, Lowden had dif- 
ficulty in telling what Weston looked 
like, though he finally did mutter some- 
thing to the effect that the man weighed 

pounds. Thereafter he refused to 
say a word, and Ehrich had him ar- 
rested. 

Assistant District Attorney Manley, in 
his further examination of Ehrich, es- 
tablished a connection between Lowden 
and Fre@ West, a youth with whom 
Goodwin had conspired to make a for- 
tune on the Laclede Gas certificates.

Directors Name Him as Temporary

Dr. Cyrus Adler, President of Dropsie 
College, Philadelphia, has been designat- 
ed by the Board of Directors of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary as acting 
President, to fill temporarily the vacancy 
caused by the death of Dr. Solomon 
Schechter.

BECK WARNS THE NATION. 


Fears Biggest Navy in the World 
Could Not Prevent Invasion.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21.—Address- 
ing a mass meeting of the National Se- 
curity League in the Academy of Music, 
tonight, James M. Beck, ex-Assistant 
Attorney General, said that the United 
States must start with the basic fact 
that the navy could not ftself relieve us 
of the necessity of military preparation. 

*“* ven if we made our navy the first 
in strength,’’ said Mr. Beck, ‘‘ as it must 
guard two oceans and 21,000 miles of 
coast line, and as the invader could 
probes? select the time and place of the 
nvasion, it is obvious that we could 
not safely rely upon our full stréngth. 
What then as to our land defenses? 

‘“‘ Fourteen years Oo, or thereabouts, 
the then Secretary of War appointed a 
General Staff of our army. is Gen- 
eral Staff, composed of experts, for- 
mulated a report showing that it was 
possible for at least one of the great na- 
tions of the world, within ten to thirty 
days, to But an army ranging from 
100,000 to ,000 men upon the shores of 
our country. 

‘“* We have, it is true, coast defenses, 
some of which are very effective in one 
direction, for their ns point but one 
way. For example, there is Sandy Hook, 
one of the most powerful coast defenses 
in our country, but it is only valuable 
in defending the entrance of New York 
Harbor against an invading fleet.. 

‘‘In this appalling condition, three al- 
terhatives present themselves: The first 
is to make no eparation at all. The 
second is to make an inadequate prepa- 
ration, and the third is to make adequate 
preparation. Our policy throughout our 
history has consistently been one of in- 
adequate preparation. 

“If, with our inadequate defense to- 
day, we should be stiddenly plunged 
into war—and all modern wars come 
with marvelous suddénhness—then for us 
to confront any one or two of the great- 
est ‘military powers with an inferior 
navy or an inadequate army would 
clearly be in these times, when war is 
a matter of chemistry, mechanics, and 
organization, wanton murder.”’

Accuses Austrian Banks and Offi- 
cials of Wholesale Corruption. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Dec. 22.—The 
Morning Post’s Budapest correspondent 
in a letter to his newspaper tells of a

New Chairman Visits Scene to 
Learn Who Is Right in Brook- 
lyn’s Fulton Street Dispute. 


GETS TYPICAL SUBWAY CASE 


Lets It Be Understood That It Is 
Not How Much Time May 
Be Taken, but How Little. 


Osear S. Straus, Chairman of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, won a’ cheer 
yesterday as he adjourned till this 
morning a meeting of Brooklyn citi- 
26ns interested in the substitution of 4 
subway in Livingston Street for the ele- 
vated structure in lower Pulton Street, 
with the announcement that he would 
spend the afternoon looking over the 
ground and: making his own observa- 
tions, His second day in office brought 
a typical subway hearing, with its 
strong personal feelings and irrépressi- 
ble cranks, but he took a firm grip with 
a strong hand and pushed the business 
along. 

All the Commissioners, including Mr. 
Wood, were present, and to inform Mr. 
Straus of the issue, which has been 
under discussion for a year or more, 
Robert Alfred Shaw went over much 
of the old ground. He pointed out that 
the Committee of One Hundred was now 
asking that the third-tracking of the 
Fulton Street elevated be delayed, in 
the hope that the suggested subway 
might be built by assessment on the 
property affected. The committee, he 
said, was especially averse to the third- 
track idea, because it would cost $900,- 
000, and would fix an elevated line in 
its mhin business street for at least an- 


other generation. 

Chairman Straus presented a difficulty, 
by asking how it was proposed to induce 
the B. R. T. to abandon the perpetual 
franchise it nas for its elevated line. 

“Most everything can be done if you 
try,’’ replied Arnon D. mt lg 
the audience laughed. ‘‘I have ‘always 
hoped for a compromise with the B. R. 
T., but the temper of the people of 
Brooklyn is such that they will find a 
way to have the elevated removed. 

It Js understood that the B. R. T. will 
not object to the subway plan if the 
legal and financial obstacles can be sur- 
mounted, but in the meantime it has its 
contract with the city to fulfill and the 
price of materials is rising; so it wants 
et on with the third-tracking.

TO BETTER CHINESE SILK. 


Need for Doing This Is One of the 
Results of the War. 


In connection with the attempt to ob- 
tain China silks in a condition suitable 
for purposes of manufacture in the 
American mills, Minister Kai Fu Shah 
will carry back with him to his country 
samplés of the grades required, .together 
with skeins showing the defects that 
it is hoped will be eliminated. An ex- 
hibition of these samples was held yes- 
terday in the rooms of the Silk Assocta- 
tion of America, and will be continued 
up to this afternoon, when the silk will 
be packed for its journey back to China. 

Behind the movement to standardize 
China silks there is the desire on the 
part of the domestic silk manufacturers 
to make available supplies of a suitable 
naturé to take the place of that product, 
which will be withdrawn as a result of 
the war. In France and Italy, it seems, 
there has been an exeodus of workers 
from the field of raw silk culture, owin 
to the better wage inducements offered 
in other linés. D. E: Douty of the 
United States Condition and Finishing 
Company said _ yesterday that, on his 
last visit to Lyons, the French silk 
centre, just before the war, a prominent 
silk man told him that the number of 
petiple employed in silk filatures was 

iminishing then. Wit the higher 
wages to be paid for réconstruction 
work of all kinds after the war, Mr. 
Douty said that it would be natural to 
expect that even the women in the in- 
dustry would be drawn py f from the 
silk producers. This loss of labor, with 
its consequent drop in the amount of 
raw silk produced, will mean that 
France will have to purchase more of 
her needs in the outside markets. 

On the present basis of wages paid to 
American silk workers, it would be im- 
possible to ernploy them, profitably in 
the work of re-reeling the China silk 
that does not come up to the standard 
requirements. If, however, the Chinése 
can be taught to eliminate the defects 
that are causing trouble, the situation 
will be saved. he exhibition held by 
the Silk Association is for the purpose 
of gaining the views of the silk manu- 
facturefs who may be interested in the 
question. 


EDWARD C. LORD FINED. 


Accused of Assaulting Edgemete

“Upon inquiry at the office of Her- 
vey Fisk & Sons in regard to the an- 
nouncement of the proposed removal of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
from theif building to the new Equitable 
Building, tt was stated that the firm 
had no criticism to make of the pro- 
posed move. Decided objection, how- 
ever, is taken to the statement that the 
building does not contain the vault and 
other special accommodations suited to 
the requirements of the’ bank. 

“Such facilities Jo not now exist in 
the Equitatle Building but must be 
created, 

“In Harvey Fisk & Sons’ building 
the bank has a beautiful banking room, 
and there is ample room for enlarge- 
ment. Good vaults exist, and are in 
use. These can be readily added to. 

“The change in location, therefore, it 
is claimed, cannot be attributed to any 
inferiority of the present accommoda- 
tions, but must be attributed to other 
considerations which doubtless were the 
controlling factors."’ 

Efforts to get additional information 
regarding. reasons for the proposed 
change yesterday brought statements 
from both banks that relations between 
Harvey Fisk & Sons and the Federal 
Réserve Bank had been entirely friendly, 
It was said that Harvey Fisk & 
Sons resented what they regerded as a 
slur upon their building, but that _they 
were well pteased that the Reserve Bank 
is to move out. As soon as the quarters 
at 62 Cedar Street are vacated Harvey 
Fisk & Sons, who have been occupying 
rooms upstairs, wifl return to their old 
location. It was said on behalf of the 
firm that the rooms had been vacated 
largely as a matter of courtesy, and that 
the Reserve Bank could not get out too 
soon to please them. 


TESTS HIS OWN DISCOVERY. 


J. T. Gwathmey Operated On Under 
Injected Anaesthetic. 


Dr. James T, Gwathmey, a well-known 
anaesthetist of 40 East Forty-firat 
Street, is recovering from a slight opera- 
tion at Polyclinic Hospital which he uh- 
derwent Monday under an anaesthetic 
taken by injection, a process on which 
he has been experimenting for several 
months. 

Instead of taking ether by inhalation 
with the use of a mask, Dr. Gwathmey 
had an injection of ether, olive ofl, and 
paraldehyde. It was mixed in the 
proportion of two ounces of olive oil to 
four of ether to two drams of paralde- 
hyde. Dr. Lumbard of Harlem Hospital 
administered the anaesthetic. 

“I hdd a good opportunity to com- 
pare the effect of ether taken that way 
with the effect when it is taken by in- 
halation,;’ Dr. Gwathmey told a Truss 
reporter! yesterday. ‘Fifteen minutes 
after the ether had been injected I went 
to sleep quietiy. There was no struggle 
or any of the other psychic effects pro- 
duced by the inhalation process. I 
awoke two hours later, without realizing 
that the operation had been performed. 
The ether had acted on the sleep produc- 
ing centres of the brain, but had not 
affected my lungs or stomach, as is the 
case in inhalation.” 

Dr. Gwathmey said that he had admin- 
istered ether the same way in many 
other cases, but he was particularly 
anxious to learn by personal experience 
the precise effects of the process.

The withdrawal of crossbred wools 
from export by Great Britain will cause 
further advances in the price of woolen 
goods, according to the: mill: agents. 
This action on the part of England will 
more than counterbalance any weakness 
which might have developed through the 
inactivity of mills that were working 
on war contracts. Before the crossbreds 
embargo was announced, buyers were 
hoping that additional increases in the 
price of woolens would be staved off as 
a result of competition among the mills 
for business, but the situation created 
by the restriction on wools of this char- 
acter will have its effect from the wool 
dealers to the buyer of the finished fab- 
ric. An agent said yesterday that the 
duration of the embargo will cut no fig- 
ure in the conditions to. be met. 
‘* Prices,”” he said, .‘‘ will continue to 
advance. If the embargo is lifted there 
will be no recession.”’

Crude Rubber Prices Stiffening. 

There has been quite some improve- 
ment in the price position of the local 
crude rubber: market. in the. last few 
days, and’ as a result there has been 
better buying on the part of manufactur- 
ing interests. Until lately the bulk of 
the trading here, which has been fairly 
lively, has been between dealers, the 
manufacturers holding off in the ap- 
parent hope that prices, would. soften.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Manufacturers’ Prices Only Deter- 
mine Dutiable Values. 


It was decided yesterday by the reap- 
praisement division of the Board of 
General Appraisers that, once a die has 
been included in the market value of 
show cards or other merchandise printed 
from the block, its value cannot again 
be added to the value of subsequent 
importations of, printed matter. The 
case up for decision had to do with show 
ecards printed by George Falkner & 
Sons of Manchester. There was no dis- 
pute with the local customs men re- 
garding the value of the cards, which 
amounted ‘to approximately $175, but 
the Appraiser added $85 to cover the 
cost in England of the‘dfe. The tm- 
porters proved to the satisfaction of 
Judge McClelland that:the die had been 
included in the dutiable value of earlier 
importations of similar cards. The Col- 
lector was accordingly reversed in tak. 
ing duty on the die. 

The Department of Justice lost yes- 
terday in an attempt to have the board 
affirm advances made by the New York 
officials on importations of earthenware 
from Villeroy & Boch of Berlin. The 
handlers of the goods here introduced 
affidavits to show that similar goods 
were sold in the home market. at the 
same prices as those shown on the in- 
voices in the present case, but with a 
discount of only 10 per cent., and not 
1) per cent. and 2 per cent. “The Col- 
lector was reversed in advancing the 
market -values. 

Board 3 affirmed a decision of Judge 
Brown holding that the invoiced’ prices 
of fancy wool mantlings and fancy wool 
suitings from Briggs, Neumann & Co. 
of Bradford were correct. When the 
goods arrived here the customs officials 
raised the values and took exacted duty 
on the higher level. It appeared th 
the prices relied upon by the ,Govern- 
ment to prove its contention were job- 
bers’ prices. These, the single Genes! 
Appraiser held, could not properly be 
used as a basis for levying duty.: The 
full board indorsed is action and 
ruled: that -the prices stated - on 
the invoices represented manufacturers’ 
prices .which. were the kind of values 
required by the law to be taken in 
termining the proper dutiable values. 

Judge Waite decided that Felix Vaal 
of Rotterdam had correctly invoiced 
gr candy. The Dutch wo 

voiced it as having. a market ue 
of. 3.75 florins per gross, but, when the 
merchandise arriv here, the import- 
ers were. under the impression that the 
market had risen, and ngly, in 
making entry, fixed the value at 5.90 
florins. The appraising officers took 
duty on the latter price. - Later the 
importers learned that the, Dutch-values 
had not gone up, and asked that the 
candy be allowed to enter’ at the in- 
voiced. price. The General Appraiser 
agreed.
